Conservatory  Figures  Incomplete  — 
630  in  College  Proper  —  Faculty 
Augmented  By  Many  Well-Trained 
And  Experienced  Teachers. 


The  total  enrollment  for  the'  fall 
quarter  is  expected  to  he  about'  the 
same  this  year  as  that  of  the  fall  quar¬ 
ter  last  year.  At  present  there  are 
G30  enrolled  in  the  college  not  includ¬ 
ing  the  conservatory  students.  There 
has  been,  however,  a  falling  off  in  the 
number  of  secondary  pupils,  but  at 
the  same  time  there  lias  been  a 
healthy  increase  in  the  number  of 
college  students. 

A  Bteady  increase  lias  been  shown 
In  enrollment  during  the  past  five 
years.  In  the  fall  quarter  of  1920  there 
were  255  students  in  attendance  at 
the  college.  In  1921  there  were  -HO 
and  in  1922,  550  enrolled.  These  fig¬ 
ures  Include  the  conservatory  stu¬ 
dents. 

A '  great  improvement  in  the  ef¬ 
ficiency  of  the  enrollment  committee 
is  proved  by  the  fact  that  544  students 
were  enrolled  on  the  first  day,  Sep¬ 
tember  10  this  year  in  comparison  with 
272  last  fall. 

The  college  is  very  fortunate  this 
year  in  having  some  notable  additions 
to  the  faculty.  . 

Miss  Briggs  comes  to  take  tile  place 
of  Miss  James  in  the  Commerce  de¬ 
partment  while  Miss  James  is  on  her 
leave  of  absence.  Miss  Briggs  has  her 
B.  A.  from  Central  College,  Fayette, 
Missouri  and  her  B.  S.  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Missouri.

The 
club  Is  open  to  nil  faculty  members 
and  students  who  are  interested  iii 
the  social  sciences. 

Last  yea!-,  t]ie  social  science  club 
wnf^  one.  of  the  largest  and  11  vest  or¬ 
ganizations  on  the  campus.  There  is 
a  large  membership  this  year.  Meet1 
ings  are  held  every  two  weeks.  Visit¬ 
ors  are  always  welcome.  The  purpose 
of  tlie  organization  Is  to  develop  stu¬ 
dents  socially,  as  well  as  to  give  mem1 
bers  a  eliance  to  study  and  discuss 
the  leading  social  and  economic  prob¬ 
lems  of  the  day.

Every 
voter  is  interviewed  before  election 
day.  If  a.  voter  does,  not  get  an  inter¬ 
view  before  election  day,  lie  considers 
ifhn  insult  and  will  probably  not  vote 
at  all.” 

In  answ'er  to  tlie  question  regarding 
what  she  considered  the  most  beauti¬ 
ful  building  iii  London,  Miss  Winn  stat¬ 
ed  that  she  considered  the  Parliament 
building  tlie  most  beautiful  in  all  Eur¬ 
ope.  Parliament  on  the  whole  "greatly 
resembles  our  own  congress.  Aside 
from  the  difference  in-  accent  on  the 
part  of  tjie  speakers,  the  meetings  are 
very  similar  to  those  of  our  senate 
and  house. 

Miss  Winn  was  greatly  impressed 
with  the  great  respect  and. regard  the 
English  people  have-  for  the  law.  To 
become  a  judge  in  England  is  one  of 
the  greatest  honors  which  can  come 
to  a  man.  Trials  are  speedy  -but  just. 
Murder  trials  have  often  been  com 
pleted  and  the  execution  lias' taken 
place,  if  the  defendant,  is  guilty,  with¬ 
in  a  few  weeks  from  the- date  the  mur¬ 
der  was  committed.-  '■ 

Officers  of  the  law-  are  very  cour 
teoiis  and  take  great'  pains'  in  giving 
directions,  bften  going  three  blocks 
with  a  person- to  see  that  no  mistake 
is  made.  Traffic  regulations  are  rigid 
ly  observed. 

“England  can  teach  us  much  with 
regard  to  respect  for  law,”  said  Miss 
-Winn,  “Yet  there  are  many  things  we 
can  teach  England.” 

Mrs.  Wells  favored  the  club  with  a 
greatly  Appreciated  solo.

Tills  fall  tlie  Agricultural  Depart1 
ment  lias  been  divided  into  two  sec¬ 
tions,  with  Mr,  Stanfield  In  charge  of 
tlie  crop  study  and  Mr.  Kinnaird  in 
charge  of  the  Animal  Husbandry  divis¬ 


ion. 


The  department  expects  to  have  up¬ 
on  its  farms  four  buildings.  At  present 
it  .  lias  a  hog  house  with  six  farrow 
pens',  which  .are  equipped  with  Low- 
den  steel  equipment.  The  dairy  barn 
is  now  under  construction.  It  is  to  be 
a  .riipder  dairy  barn,  40  feet  by  80 
feet,  with  15,  stanchions,  anil  two  box 
stalls.  These  stalls  and  stanchions  are 
to  be  made  from  James  steel.  Fences 
are., being',  built  .to  inclose  a  . part  of 
the  college  land  so  tlie  cows'  may  be 
pastured  on  the  collegd  ground.-  The 
silo  is  now  under  construction.  It  is 
to  be  12  feet  by  30  feet,  and  will  be 
filled  tills  fall.  It  is  thought  that/a 
poultry  house’ will  be  constructed"  dur¬ 
ing  the  winter;  it  will  be  in  use  by 
tlie  summer  quarter  of  next  year. 

The  college  is  developing  a  herd  of 
live  stock  on  its  own  farms,  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  class  work. 
This  department  has  purchased  six 
registered  Jersey  cows,  and  a  'six 
months -old  calf.' With  these  as  a  nu: 
cleus,  tlie  college  intends  to' develop 
one  of  tlje  best  dairy  herds  in  North¬ 
west  Missouri.'  These  cows  tit  present 
are  producing  nearly  15  gallons  of 
milk’  per  day,  which  is  enough  to  sup¬ 
ply  tlie  -cafeteria  demand. 

The  hogs  that  are  to  be  purchased 
will  be  fed  from  the  waste  of  the  cat1 
eteria.
